The proselytism we speak of 
threatens dnd already develops 
other evils and prejudices, and 
other interests, public and private, 
responsibility for which rests in 
our hands only in so far as nothing 


is excluded from that responsibility 


of the universal fatherhood that 
God has conferred upon us. 

In the second place, we must 
make reference to the most pain- 
ful surprise we could not help 
feeling at the baptism of a royal 
infant administered by a non-Cath- 
olic minister. Not even the consti- 
tutional law of the country afford- 
ed an excuse or pretext, for this 
is against the canons and in contra- 
vention of formal and explicit 
|promises made to us with full 
knowledge of the case, written and 
signed by august hands in the sin- 
gularly serious and solemn circum- 
stances of royal marriage—nor was 
this without a sad sequel for us— 
and which we were abliged, in vir- 
tue of our apostolic ministry, to 
exact by way of stipulation, and as 
such were these promises made to 
us by the august persons concerned. 


As they related to a concession 
and dispensation of utmost gravity 
and importance, we could not but 
have full and absolute trust that 
the promises made would be kept 
with that perfect loyalty that is 
expected above all of a sovereign.

The contrary happened, and, as 
it is a question of an event that 
has been discussed far and wide, 
even beyond the confines of Bul- 
garia, to the amazement of all and 
to the scandal of many, we con- 
sider it our absolute duty in con- 
Science to profit by the occasion 
of this solemn assembly to free 
ourselves in the sight of God and 
man of all responsibility. 


Since there has been talk of the 
intervention of politicians and of 
government, as if in an affair of 
State, we must in duty add that 
we treated with the sovereigns 
themselves and with them alone, 
and as of a matter of religion and 
conscience. The divine charge of 
the apostolic teaching office demand 
that, in the presence of a matter 
so serious, we should invite all to 
take well to heart, not merely how 
inopportune such conduct is, but 
how seriously prejudicial it is to 
tranquility and the formation of 
consciences and to public security 
and tranquility itself when. the 
most sacred pledges are seen to be 
violated. 


We now know from indisputable 
evidence on whom lies the respon- 
sibility, and we know that it falls 
neither under our duty nor our 
power to inflict canonical sanction 
and penalties on a mother already 
afflicted. nor may we refuse her 
our paternal apostolic benediction, 
for she protests before us that she 
is innocent in all that happened, 
that she in no way cooperated and 
gave no consent, either express or 
tacit, and that when she became

THE GREAT DAY IN 
MARY’S LIFE 


While the most highly ap- 
preciated prerogative of Mary 
was her Immaculate Concep- 
tion, it is not likely that she 
knew that she was “our fallen 
nature’s solitary boast” in this 
respect until the messenger 
from Heaven so apprised her. 
This information came on the 
day of the Annunciation, the 
feast of which we celebrated 
yesterday, March 25.

Gabriel was sent from God 
into a city of Galilee called 
Nazareth to a Virgin espoused 
to a man whose name was 
Joseph, of the House of David, 
and the Virgin’s name was 
‘Mary. And the angel being 
come in, said unto her: ‘Hail, 
full of grace, the Lord is with 
thee: Blessed art thou among

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Holy Father Condemns Extreme Netianaibistn 
and Deplores War on Religion 
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In delivering an allocution at the 
consistory held in Vatican City on 
March 13, at which eight new Car- 
dinals were named, Pope Pius XI 
pointed out the dangers which are 
facing the world today and review- 
ed, the principal events of interest 
to Catholics which have taken place 
during the past two and one-half 
years. 

In beginning his address the 
Holy Father touched upon those 
events which had brought joy to 


tioned specifically the generous re- 
sponse which was made to the ap- 
peals which were brought out in 
his encyclical letters. He also re- 
ferred to the good which was 
brought about through the Euchar- 
istic Congress held last summer in 
Ireland and the recent celebration 
of the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the apparitions at Lourdes. He re- 
ferred in thankful words to the 
growth of the Church and the re- 
turn to the true faith of many non- 
Catholics especially among Orien- 
tal rites, 


The Holy Father also congratu- 
lated the clergy and the laity of all 
countries for the zeal which they 
have displayed in extending the 
teachings of the Church and in 
making religious instruction more 
widely diffused. He then referred 
to the celebration this year of the 
centenary of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, and acknowledged a 
debt of gratitude to the faithful 
who have organized many crusades 
of charity in answer to his appeals. 


In continuing his address the 
Pontiff said: 


We have referred to Catholic 
Action. To this simple passing 
mention we may and must add an 
expression of the great and pro- 
found consolation which we feel 
when we see how it is being or- 
ganized and developed in a won- 
derful way through all the coun- 
tries of the world, thanks to the 
pastoral care of Bishops and to the 
devoted, generous cooperation of 
the clergy and laity. 


Cites Evidences of Value 
Of Catholic Action 


Innumerable are the testimonies 
that continuously, from all direc- 
tions, missionary lands included, 
come to us of the great aid Cath- 
olic Action lends to all the works 
of the Apostolate and to the main- 
tenance and furtherance of Chris- 
tian life, even to the point of 
emulating the better gift of per- 
fection and sanctity of devotedly 
and laboriously participating in the

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Alluding directly to the confer- 
ence, the speaker then said: “In 
this connection it is proper to refer 
to the Catholic Conference on_In- 
dustrial Problems held in this city 
last week under the auspices and 
direction of the Most Rev. Bishop. 
It seems there is no exaggeration 
when it is said, that in view of ex- 
isting conditions in the financial, 
social and industrial world, this 
conference was one of the most im- 
portant, if not the most important, 
called together in this city during 
the life of the present generation. 
It was called together at a time 
when there was unanimous agree- 
ment that the popular authorities 
in industrial, social and govern- 
mental relations had fallen down 
from their seats of teaching power, 
in their inability to explain, much 
less to remedy, the manifold ills 
and évils that had crashed down 
upon the earth in practically every 
human activity. The political econ- 
omist, the sociologist, the industrial 
leader, the banker, the statesman 
appeared to have been stunned 
from their fall from places of em- 
inence and were no longer able to 
speak to an eagerly waiting world 
the words of assurance and guid- 
ance so sorely needed. An unpre- 
cedented era of prosperity had 

“veneered these guides and mentors 
with a wisdom and a prestige that 
the depression proved they did not 
have. 

“Markets and money, profits and 
material things had all been or- 
ganized and were under control. 
The laws of control had been clas- 
sified. Whenever an evil arose in 
the future, it was necessary only 
to turn to the book of formulas, 
draw out the magic recipe and all 
would be well with the evil and the 
world. Even poverty, that had been 
humanity’s companion from the be- 
ginning, had been conquered.

Poverty Increased 


“In his address accepting the 
Republican’s nomination to the pre- 
sidency, Mr. Hoover said: ‘We in 
America today are nearer to the 
final triumph over poverty than 
ever before in the history of any 
land. The poorhouse is vanishing 
from among us. We have not 
reached the goal, but, given a 
chance to go forward with the poli- 
cies of the last eight years, and we 
shall soon, with the help of God, be 
in sight of the day when poverty 
will be vanished from this nation.’ 

“This statement of supposed fact 
and hope and prophecy was made 
less than five years ago, and today 
the average township trustee is 
spending more money every month 
for poor relief than the county 
commissioners allot for the main- 
tenance of the poor house over a 
period of a year. Staggering as is 
the poverty in respect to food, 
money and clothing, it is not sur- 
passed by the poverty which bears 
down upon us in our lack of under- 
standing of the causes of the de- 
pression, and the remedies thereof. 
And all the while the leaders of the 
people, the experts in social’ 
sciences, were ladling out their 
soothing assurances, and what they 
told us we believed. Woe to the 
man who lifted his voice to protest 
that our foundations were not as 
solid and impregnable as the auth- 
orities insisted they were. 

“If poverty reigned over the 
land, why complain, why blare out 
in trumpet fashion and volume 
that there were danger and disas- 
ter near at hand? The people had 
bread and the circus, in the form of 
luxuries undreamed of by any pre- 
vious gertration. Nothing else was 
needed. If it was charged that we 
had become materialists and were 
ignoring God and His teachings in 
our national life, it was just the 

eriticism of an old outdated and 
outmoded human relic who had be- 
ome noisy as he stood in the ditch 
and saw the procession moving for- 
pward swiftly and surely in the dir- 
ection of the new heaven that was 
gladden the whole earth.

The new oratory or chapel of the 
Blessed Sacrament at St. Joseph’s 
is located in the southwest section 
of the hospital and is on the second 
floor. The altar is strictly liturgi- 
cal and the most Blessed Sacra- 
ment will be kept continually in its 
tabernacle. The dorsal or back of 


the altar is of wood covered with 
tapestry, which is used also for the 
canopy or baldachino above the al- 
tar and for the front of the mensa 
or table. On each side of the altar 
are grilled riddles, forming an en- 
closure and are surmounted by 
small statues. The altar is furnish- 
ed with linens, a large crucifix, and 
on each side of the tabernacle are 
three brass holders and candles. To 
the right and left of the altar are 
large ferns and vases of calla and 
St. Joseph lilies presented for the 
festive day. 

Approximately 24 prie dieu and 
chairs have been placed in the 
chapel which is a private retreat 
for prayer. It will also facilitate 
the duties of the chaplain in tak- 
ing Holy Communion to the sick. 
His headquarters have been 
changed from the old section of the 
hospital to the first floor of the new 
wing fronting on West Berry st. 
Services are not held in the new 
chapel but continue in the public 
chapel in the north section of the 
hospital, West Main street.

Church Losses In 
Quake $1,000,000; 
35 Catholics Dead 


(Continued from Page One) 


tal were badly damaged. St. An- 
thony’s parish, there, was hardest 
hit. Its property loss is expected 
to be between $275,000 and $300,- 
000. The church probably will have 
to be rebuilt. Architects and en- 
gineers are now engaged in mak- 
ing a careful inspection of the 
structure. The altar, interior fur- 
nishings and the organ were. badly 
damaged. The two immense spires 
already have been torn down by 
the Los Angeles Fire Department. 
As they fell, Mass was ‘being cele- 
brated Sunday morning at a tem- 
porary altar set up in a lot only a 
short distance away. 

Immediately after the first shock 
Friday evening, the Rev. Dr. Robert 
E. Lucey, pastor of St. Anthony’s, 
entered the church with his assis- 
tants, the Rev. Joseph Bauer and 
the Rev. Jerome O'Neill, and re- 
moved the Blessed Sacrament. The 
church was still shaking as Dr. 
Lucey, with an iron bar, pried lose 
a large block of masonry that had 
fallen on the tabernacle and res- 
cued the Blessed Sacrament. His 
assistants lighted candles and es- 
corted the Sacrament to the Catho- 
lic Welfare Bureau building, a block 
away. The priests and religious 
were housed in these temporary. 
quarters. | 

Members ‘of the clergy and nuns 
of the diocese assembled at the 
welfare bureau and gave their ef- 
forts to relief work, aiding the city 
authorities and the Red Cross. 
Bureau workers were installed in 
the Long Beach armory where they 
cooked meals for refugees and for 
the priests and sisters, as well as 
the doctors and nurses on duty. 


Rectory, Schools Damaged 


St. Anthony’s rectory, a large 
brick dwelling, was so badly dam- 
aged that it cannot ‘be occupied. 
The school, erected in 1922, is 
cracked in many places. Pillars, 
walls and floors are twisted out of 
Shape. The high school was not so 
seriously damaged. 

St. Mary’s Hospital, in Long 
Beach, also suffered. The quake 
caused the floors to cave in, ruin- 
ing surgical and medical equip- 
ment. Several of the nuns, Sisters 
of Charity of the Incarnate Word, 
narrowly escaped death. All pa- 
tients were removed before the 
floors fell through to the basement. 
The Rev. Anthony Reidy, although 
still weak from an illness that had

My dear children, just today, in 
catechism class, a little girl asked 
this question: “Does God love the 
poor more than He loves the 
rich”? Of course the answer was 
NO. God loves all people. He died 
for all and if He gave more to 
another than He gave to you, well 
you should be happy, and that rich 
person should be charitable. That 
is all, 

That child knew from her cate- 
chism that Jesus was born poor 
and livéd a poor life and died poor. 
She had heard, perhaps, that the 
rich have a hard time getting to 
Heaven. That was not meant for 
the good people who are rich. Take 
the rich Queen of Portugal: she 
went about giving help to all the 
poor. When her husband caught 
her one time carrying food to the 
poor, he asked her what was in 
her apron. It had been food, but 
when he saw it, it was only flow- 
ers. A very rich lady in the East 
had millions of dollars. She was 
rich, but she not only gave her 
money, but herself for the care of 
the poor. So you see that not all 
rich people are stingy or bad. The 
more He gives us, the more we 
must give Him and His poor. 

Do not have. hateful, envious 
feelings toward the rich.

It simply 
must be watched and curbed. 


Gluttony and Covetousness are 
two of the Seven Capital Sims. 
That is enough for you sensible 
Catholic children. You will not run 
riot, and spend your whole youth 
and time and energy on such fleet- 
ing, sinful things. This is your 
warning. 

Gluttony is contrary to the 
beautiful virtue of ‘Temperance. 
That means Temperance in ALL 
things. It does not refer to the 
abstinence from strong drink, but: 
from any over-indulgence that 
would hurt your health or your 
mental and physical powers. You 
have a work to do, and must do it. 
Over-indulgence in food or drink 
or raiment or amusements or any | 
excess, will put you below par. if 
they put you below normal, then, 
look out: it might be a form of 
Gluttony. 


Be “TEMPERATE IN... ALL 
THINGS.” Try to remember that. 
You can show a lack of Temper- 
ance and good judgment even in 
games. Be yourself. Slow up a 
bit when you are inclined to run a 
little” wild. Temperance means 
holding yourself in check, in eat- 
ing and drinking and just every- 
thing.

Even at the age of seventeen he 
went to Mt. Sinai and placed him- 
self under the direction of the holy 
monks there. Climacus was rich 
and learned and he felt he could 
not do better than give all he had 
to God. Even as a Novice he was 
pointed out by his director as one 
sent for great things. 

After nineteen years he was 
raised to the dignity of one who 
was set apart for prayer. There he 
studied the lives and writings of 


‘the Saints. As holy people drew

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near to him for advice and conso- 
lation he went to Egypt. 

After many years he was called 
to take charge of the monastery at 
Mt. Sinai. 
clearness and unction of his rules, 
his book was called the Climax.

St. John Climacus? 
The lives of the saints are quite 


strange, and so we find St. John 1 


Climacus leaving the monastery—. 
bidding farewell to the monks and 
going to his lonely retreat in the 
mountains.

Our St. John worked 
wonderful things during his time, 
at prayer and as Abbot, and the 
most perfect act we can find is that

Moses took his wonder-working 
rod, went to Pharao, the king of 
Egypt, and said to him, “The Lord 
God of my people, the Jews, has 
said that you must let us go out 
of your land.”

Him not, and I will not let your 
people go.” And he made the Jew- 
ish slaves work harder than ever. 

A second time Moses went to 
Pharao and asked him to set the 
Jews free.

He lift- 
ed up his rod and struck the water 
of the river, and it was turned to 
blood, so that all the fishes died, 
and the Egyptians had no water fit 
to drink. Still Pharao would not 
let them go. 

So God sent another punishment 
upon Egypt. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of frogs came up out of the 
river and filled all the land. When 
Pharao saw that the frogs were 
everywhere—even in the beds and 
in the kitchen pans—he said to 
Moses, “Pray to your God to take 
away the frogs, and I will let your 
people go.” But, when the frogs 
were gone, he broke his promise 
and would not let the people go. 

So God sent more punishments 
upon this wicked king and all his 
land: swarms of gnats and flies ‘and 
locusts, Sickness for men and an- 
imals, and a heavy downpour of 
hail and fire. But Pharao’s heart 
was hard and he would not let the 


people go. 
Then God said to Moses, “I will 
send one more plague upon 


Egypt, and it will be so terrible 
that the king will let you go. At 
midnight I will send an angel of 
death through all the land, and he 
shall kill the first-born child in every 
family of Egypt. But, that the an- 
gel of death may pass over the 
houses of My chosen people, tell 
them all that they must kill a lamb 
and sprinkle its blood upon their 
doorposts. When the angel sees 
this blood upon the doorposts, he 
will know that they who live within 
are God’s people, and he will pass 
over that house without harm.” 
All things were done as God 
said. And in the morning there 
was very great sorrow in the land, 
for, in every Egyptian family, the 
oldest child was found dead, 
Pharao’s own son among them.

STUDY INDUSTRIAL ILLS
